be had with a capacity from IGOU to 
16* 0 oaos a day, flout) to 9 OO cans a 
week, which means 60,OOO to 75,0 0 
cans a season. 
Doubtless a suitable house could 
be reuted for $10 a month and as it 
would be used for only about three 
months, its cost would be a matter 
of sm all importance. 
The work of processing, cooking 
the fruit and sealing the cans is sim ­ 
ple enough and does not require an 
expert, but the work must be care­ 
fully done. 
There is nothing diffi­ 
cult or mysterious about it. 
The canning factory at Fran klin , 
Texas, put up about 70,OOO cans of 
peaches and 
tomatoes 
alone last 
season and iound ready 
sale for 
them all. 
The Jew ett factory put 
up about 65,000 cans of fruit and 
vegetables and sold them all. 
The 
proceeds of each of these plants were 
about #5000, and most of it went to 
the farmers for fruit and vegetables 
and labor in helping to run the fac­ 
tory. 
This money was paid to the 
farmers in the summer time when 
they ueeded it most. 
If Bryan had a canning factory 
the farmers adjacent to Bryan would 
grow early tomatoes and ship them 
to northern markets aud then sell 
the bulk of their crop to the factory, 
and thus have a double guarantee of 
satisfactory proceeds from their to­ 
mato crop. 
Again a factory here 
would stim ulate the 
planting 
of 
hundreds of peach trees, and pear 
trees. 
W ith tile growing of fruits 
and vegetables in large quantities 
would come the necessity of having 
hogs to eat the 
stuff that could 
neitherpe shipped nor canned, hence 
more hogs and greater diversifica­ 
tion. 
No time should be lost in or 
ganizlng tile forces to establish a 
factory for 
Bryan this 
year.

month trom now w ill be too late.
